A disease is now raging in the county of 
Anne Arundel, between South and West 
rivers, which has proved to be as fatal as 
the cholera.

have just arrived from the Plains, bringing intelli- 
gence from the different emigrating companies for 
the valley this season,—elso a very interesting let- 
ter frem President Orson Hyde and company ; 
hom chey met 108 miles this side of Laramie. 
Ma. R says: that he met several California com- 
panies, two day’s travel from the Valley getting 
along remarkably well, with little or no sickness— 
Met A. W: B abbitt, and a number of the Govern- 
ment officers for Utah, 200 miles on the other side 
of Fort Laramie progressing slowly ; he represents 
theiranimals being very much jaded, through their 
long atid tedious journey—in every other respect 
were well and in good spirits. ‘They met 
Captain Stevens’ company abeut 350 miles 
out, proceeding on their journey without molesta- 


tion. There was a company of about 300 hundred 


wagons in the sand hills, where the Indiuns had as- 
sailed Elder Hyde, and compuny ; fears were enter- 
tained of their sufety, as there were 300 Pawuee In- 
dians who had taken their position with the sole 
intention of robbing and plandering any emigrants 
coming that way—this gang of thieves expected an 
additional force from the Omahus; but they wore 
disappointed; the latter chose rather, 40 abide the 
eounsel given their chiefs sometime since, by El- 
der Hyde, Judge Broechus and several others at a 
council held in this town previous to the Elder's 
departure forthe Valley. Mr. Bateman states, that 
he and his little company left the Valley an the 12th 
of ‘Jane with ox-teams,—they arrived here August 
12th; rhaking the entire distance iu twe mo nthe 
tho quickest trip yet, by oxen. 3 


John Brown’s Company were met at the ju ne- 


tion of the new road, two hundred and forty miles 
from Winter Quarters, on the 28th of July, get- 
ting along well. | 
After reading President Hyde's Ictter,—extracts 
of which wo give below; we think that the gov- 
érument should open their eyes, and feel some- 
what interested in the welfare of American Citi- 
zens moving te Salt Luke, Oregon, and California 
for the purpose of enhancing the value of Govern- 
ment lands by cultivation. If the omigraut is not 
to be protected—and immediate measures entered 
into by the Department to check the further haz- 
ardous movements of these Indians, hundreds of 
Oregon Emigrants have said in our office that em- 
gration will ceuse for that quarter after this year. 
Already, letters have been sent back to their friends, 
‘to warn them not to proceed, until a sufficient force 
is placed by government on the Frontier to protect 
wem.

Mr. Langley says; that the inhabitants of the 
Valley, lost by Indian depredations, cattle, horses, 
and mules, to the amount of twelve thousand dol- 
lars. These Indians infest Little Salt Luke; also 
Brown’s Settlement—at both places, it is stated 
that they stole cousiderable, to the serious incon- 
-yenience and loss of some of the residents of those 


They report the crops in the Valley, more espe- 
cially wheat, to be super-abundant and very heavy 
this season ; the health of the citizens there is very 
good ; while peace, union, and harmony, are the 
prominent features in their social circles. 
Mr. L. says; that they met Phineas Young, and 
General Brown of this place, five miles this side of 
the Valley; A. W. Babbitt and Company, fifty 
miles this side ; President Hyde and his company, 
thirty-three miles on the other side of Fort Lara- 
mie, getting along remarkably well, enjoying good 
health, and buoyant spirits. 
Met a company of Oregon, and California emi- 
grants, twenty-six miles on the other side of said 
Fort, enjoying the same blessings as the former, 
and progressing on their journey without any 


Captain Smith and his company, wereumet on 
the Ist inst., four miles on the other side of Lara- 
mie; Stevens’ company, five miles east of the 
Fort ; Captain Day’s in sight, and Captain Cum- 
ming’s company of one hundred wagons, ten miles 
on the ether side of Ash Hollow.
